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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 


To the Citizens of Colrain: 


Two epidemics of contagious disease have ap- 
peared in town during the year. In the spring and 
early summer there have been 29 eases of searlet 
fever, the largest number of which being in Gris- 
woldville and adjacent territory. We succeeded in 
checking the spread of the disease largely by obtain- 
ing a nurse for two months to keep watch of all sus- 
pected cases of illness appearing in the village, there- 
by making it possible to isolate the cases in time to 
prevent further contagion. The State Department of 
Health was of great assistance, sending a representa-. 
tive to look over the eonditions and by advice and 
supplies and other means added to our resources for 
dealing with the situation. 


We wish to express our appreciation of the coop- 
eration of the Griswoldville Manufacturing Company 
in assisting in every possible way -in our efforts to 
check the epidemic and in paying for the nurse. 
There were no deaths during the year from this dis- 
ease. 


During. the tatter part of September an epidemic 
of influenza appeared in Griswoldville and other parts 
of the town which spread rapidly. The State Board 
of Health made this a reportable disease to Boards © 
of Health to take effect October 4, 1918; there have 
been reported up to December 31, 1918, 260 cases of 
epidemic influenza, 12 cases complicated by pneu- 
monia with ten deaths. 


There has been one case of pulmonary tubereu- 
losis which at present is under treatment at the State 
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Sanitorium for Tuberculosis at Westfield; one case of 
mumps; one of measles, and one of pneumonia aside 
from those cases complicating influenza.

To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 
Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian 
for six months ending Decembr 31, 1918. The report 
of books covers the entire year. 
By vote of the trustees, the opening hours of the 
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library have been changed, so that at present they are 
as follows: Wednesdays, from 2.80 to 5.380 p.m. and 
6.30 to 7.45 p. m., Saturdays, from 2.30 to 5.80 p. m. 
and 6. 30 to 8.00 o'clock p. m., and Sundays from 1 to 
2p.m. The rooms have been open during these 
hours, with the exception of a time from October 5th 
to November 2nd, when the building was closed, 
owing to the influenza epidemic. 


Miss Ruth Walker has contined to serve as as- 
sistant Librarian. The Book Committee consists of 
‘Mrs. Katherine Cram, Rev. S. H. Walker and Bertha 
L. Read. Mrs. Cram has also kindly assisted with the 
cataloging. Owing to lack of funds, few books have 
been purchased during the last six months, although 
406 books have been rebound. 


The total circulation has been 1.677 volumes, 
adult, 1,140, juvenile 537. The charging system has 
been changed to the Browne, which has proved imore 
satisfactory. 


We have received 69 volumes. most of which are 
children’s books, from the State Library Commis- 
sion. We ha've also received as a gift from Mr. Will 
Ariel, 5 volumes of Poe’s and 5 volumes of Dumas’ 
works, and, from First Church of Christ, Greenfield, 
Sibyl Wilbur’s “Life of Mary Baker Eddy.” We have 
also had use of a Travelling Library lent by the 
Woman’s Kducational Association of Boston.

Since the school year ends June 30 of each year 
and all reports and accounts to the State are reckoned 
from this date, it is the plan of your committee to sub- 
mit a separate school report at the close of the school 
year in union with Shelburne and Buekland In this 
report you will receive a detailed report of the Sup- 
erintendent of Schoo!s. School Physician, Supervisor 
of Music, and Attendance Officer, together with var- 
ious statistical tables. 

We have plans nearly completed whereby a treas- 
urer of the school committee will be able to pay all 
school bills direct. Without involving additional - 
work for the school committee, this will be a great 
saving of work to the town treasurer, and will also 
provide the selectmen greater accuracy in checking 
up and keeping in touch with the school finances. .
